FULL TEXT OF THE MEASURE AS ADOPTED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 8.—Following is the 
text of the Inter-State Commerce bill as it 
passed the House today:

First—The differen 
to be carried. 
Second—The different places between which such 
property shall be carried. 
Third—The rates ot freight and prices for car- 
riage between such places and for all services con- 
the recéiving, delivery, loading, un- 
loading, storing, or handling the same. And the 
accounts for such service shall show what 
part of the charges are for transportation, 
and what part for loading, unloading, and 
other terminal facilities. Such schedules may be 
changed from time to time as hereinafter provided. 
Copies of such schedules shall be printed in plain, 
large type, at least the size of ordinary pica, and 
shall be kept plainly posted for public inspection 
in at least two places in every depot where freights 
are received or delivered, and no such schedule 
shall be changed in any particular, except by the 
substitution of another schedule convaining the 


specifications above required, which substitute 
schedule shall piainiy state the time when 
i shall go into effect, and copies of 


which, printed as aforesaid, shall be posted as 
above. provided at least five days before the same 
shall go into effect; and the same shall remain in 
force until another schedule shall, as aforesaid, be 
substituted; and it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son Or persons engaged in carrying property on 
railroads or pipe lines as aforesaid, after thirty days 
after the passage of this act, to charge or receive 
more or less compensation for the carriage, re- 
ceiving, delivery, loading, unloading, handling, or 
storing of any property contemplated by the first 
section of this act than shall be specified in such 
schedule as may at the time be in force.

THE SECOND VOLUME OF MR. Names BOOK. 

Wasmiveron, D. C., Jan. 8.—( Special. |—Mr. 
Blaine will pot have hie second volume of 
“Twenty Years of Congress completed until 
about the let ot next May. He is at present 
engaged upon the reconstruction period which 
followed the Rebellion. He finds here that 
great labor is required to simplify and 
make clear the conflicting phases of this stormy 
period. His next book, it has been said, would 
be a history of the War of 1812. This does not 
give the correct character of the book contem- 
plated. Itis to be a history of American poii- 
tics from 1788 to 1815. While this includes the 
War of 1812, Mr. Blaine does not intend to 
treat of other than the political aspects of that 
time. 

A TRIO OF LOBBYISTS. 

In F. Marion Orawford’s book called “ An 
American Politician” be deseribes a wonderful 
trio of highly-perfected beings who are the rea! 
rulers of this country and who manipulate 
Legisiatures by bribery and other means in the 
interests of reform and what they think is for 
the best interests of the country” This myth- 
ical three is the invention of Sam Ward. Ward 
was Crawford’s ugelé, and bumbueged him 
well in descriping to bim the mysterious power 
and personality sud the real character of the 
wondertul trinity.

POSTAL MATTERS. 

VIEWS OF THE POST-OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 

Wasuinoros, D. C., Jan. 8.—(Special.}—The 
Post-Office Department is very empbatically in 
favor of the bill which bas passed the House 
and is pending in the Senate providing that ail 
second, third, and fourth olass mail matter on 
which one full postal rate has been paid can be 
forwarded to the final place of destination 
without additional cost. Until recently such 
matter could not be forwarded at all, bat ua 
der a recent ruling it is sent chargeable to the 
person by whom ed, and it is now pro- 
posed to remove all additional expense. The 
allowance for this canhot be estimated éven 
approximately, but in spite of it the showing 
bas been eminently satisfactory and proved the 
wisdom of the reduction of postal rates. 

The statistics of the calendar year now being 
collected confirm the expectations of the Post- 
Office Department concerning the 
reduction of letter-postage, and indicate that 
the service will soon again be on a paying basis. 
The statistics for the last three months of 1884, 
more than any which bave preceded them, will 
show the actual results of the change, end 
these will show that the reduction from three 
to two cents has caused avery perceptible 
and important abandonment of the 
use Of  postalcards, sad conséquent 
increase ip sales of stamps, and bas also caused 
the almost universal use of the two-cent stamp 
and the closed envelopes, instead of the one- 
cent stamp and the open circulars. These two 
important and extensive changes go far to 
compensate for the loss of revenue by the re- 
duction of rates and exceed the expectations 
of the department. The only subject of = 
to the officials is, that the reduced rates, while 
still in an experimental should suffer 
from the effects of the business depréssion, 
which always makes itself very apparent in 
the quantity of matter carried in the mails.

THE SENATE. 
BILLS INTRODUCED. ¢ 

St. Pav, Minn., Jan. 8.—[Special.|—In the 
Senate the following bilis were the only ones of 
importance, and all were duly ‘referred: By 
Senator Christianson—A bili to reauire railroad 
corporations to perform theif duties as common 
carriers in the shipment of grain and to regu- 
late the price of freight. The bill sets the price 
at five milis for every five miles or fraction 
thereon for every 100 pounds. Referred. By 
Senator Castle—An act requiring each town- 
ship to care for its own poor. By Senator 
Morrison—aA bili to provide a fund for the ben- 
efit of sick and disabled firemen. 

WHEAT INSPECTION. 

A motion was made by Senator Pillsbury to 
allow him to offer a resolution for a joint com- 
mittee of five from the Senate and ten from 
the House, composed mostly of practical farm- 
ers, to whom ail bills relating to the inspection 
of wheat be referred. Senator Peck objected 
to a joint committee, as his experience taught 
him that such committees were a failure. All 
the Senators were in favor of legisiation on the 
wheat subject, but just how it should be got- 
ten at met with various opinions, but the mo- 
tion to suspend the rules was lost. 

THE FUND-TRANSFER BILL PASSED. 

The matter of the passage of the bill intro- 
duced yesterday relating to the transfer of 
moneys from one fund to another was brought 
up. Senator Castle moved to strike out Sec. 5, 
referring to the transfer of the overpius of the 
internal-revenue fund to the general fund. 
The amendment was carried, the rules suspend- 
ed, and the bill put on its final „ This 
leaves the bill in such a shape as to allow the 
transfer of overplus moneysin the railroad, 
telegraph, and insurance tax funds and all 
State institution funds, except the internal-im- 
— fund, to the genera!-revenue fund.

THE HOUSE. 
A BILL REGULATING RAILWAY TRAFFIC. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Jan. 8.—(Special.|—In the 
House today a number of bills were intro- 
duced. The principal one of these was the 
first, presented by Mayor of Mower County 
regulating the receiving ana shipping of grain 
and transportation of passengers by tne rail- 
roads of the State. The bill is in eighteen sec- 
tions, of which the following is the substance 
of the leading: 

Sec. 1 requires all railroads doing business in this 
State to furnish suitable cars to any person who 
may desire them in which to ship wheat or other 
grain in bulk or otherwise, at such stopping- places 
as such road has established, or may hereafter 
establish, for receiving and dischargimz freight, 
within a reasonable length of time after demand is 
made for them, and such company shall place cars 
when s ordered in a convenient and proper place 
for loading, either upon iis tracks, sidetracks, or 
switches. 

Sec. 2 provides that such company shall receive 
wheat and other kinds of grain in bulk for trans- 

and shall load the same. or permit ship- 

pers to load it, within reasonabie time, from wegons, 
elevators, warehouses, or mills located u ts 
treck. * 

Sec. 5 requires such railroad company transport- 


without u 
age, or Other loss in the quantity of the same, pro- 
vided such person, warehouse, or place can be 
reached by any track owned, leased, or used by 
such company, etc. 

Sec. 6 provides that owners of warehouses, ele- 
vators, Ste., may construct tracks to connect with 
railroads, and the company shall allow such con- 
nection. 


Sec. 7 provides that at stations or places where 
shipments of grain have amounted in the previous 
year to 20,000 bushels or more such company shall 
erect and keep in good condition a proper structure 
for grain by the car-load. 

Sec. 11 prohibits unjust discrimination in rates, 
tolis, or charges. 

Sec. 12 defines unjust discrimination and charges, 
and provides that they shall be taken as prima 
facie evidence. 

Sec. 13 imposes fines of $500 to $1,000 for viola- 


‘ton of the act or unjust charge or discrimination 


against passengers or freight. 

Seo. 14 provides that fines may be recovered in 
action of debt in contests. 

Sec. 15 provides that if such railroad company 
refuses to furnish shippers with cars after a rea- 
éonable time after demand is made the person or 
corporation so offended against may recover in 
any form of action three times the amount of dam- 
ages sustained, together with the cost of the suit in 


court. 

Sec. 17 provides that all such prosecutions shall 
be in the name of the people of the State of Min- 
nesota, and all moneys accruing therefrom shall be 
paid into the country treasury of the county in 
which such suit is brought for the benefit of the 
common-school fund. 

The bill attracted great attention, and under 
a suspension of the rules was ordered printed 
for general distribution.

A BOMBSHELL. 
REPRESENTATIVE WILLIAMS ATTACKED IN A 
SCURRILOUS SECRET CIRCULAR. 

Vincennes, Ind., Jan. 7.— [Special. —A sen- 
sation was created bere this morning by the 
ex plod of an anonymous bombshell on the 
unsus public in the shape ot a printed 
circular containing a number of charges and 
counter charges of the most serious nature 
against Mr. Samuel Williams, Representative- 
elect from this county to the Legislature, and 
a prominent candidate for the Speakership of 
the Indiana House of Representatives. Will- 
iams is a good politician, and an indefatigable 
worker in the Democratic vineyard, yet in 
spite of this, in some way, he bas won the un- 
dying hatred of the Democratic politicians and 
ringsters in this city. Consequently the anti- 
Willams Democrats have always fought 
him bitterly, and election-day he ran 
heavily behind bis ticket. Mr. WI 
ams is well known throughout Hoosierdom. 
Zearful that the ambitious and industrious 
Representative would succeed in his latest 
move, bis enemies have set their heads to- 
gether and have issued a circular denouncing, 
Williams in the most scathing terms. The cir- 
cular is headed: “On Record—Samuel Will- 
jams Placed on Record by Legal Doocuments— 
Read and Hefiect.’’ The cirowiar leads off with 
the announcement that Samuel W. Williams 
is now a candidate for the Speakership; he has 
shown himself unworthy of the trust he now 
seeks.” It then goes ou to charge that Will- 
jams was attorney for a murderer named 
Berner who was prosecuted m 1880 and sent to 
the penitentiary for life; that the murderer 
was the husband of the daughter of Bridget 
Garmon, a poor Irishwoman, who owned a 
$400 house and lot; that before Berner was ac- 
cused of the murder he was jailed tor larceny; 
that Williams was made his attorney; that Mrs. 
Garmon was called on to give bond tor her 
wayward son-in-law; that she did so: that 
she signed a paper which afterwards 
proved to be a mortgage on her house and lot 
to secure Williams a fee of $100; that the 
Irishwoman could not read; that her son-in- 
law was then arrested for murder and convict- 
ed; that Williams brought suit on this mort- 
gage; that the defense charged that the mort- 
gage was fraudulentiy obtained; and that she 
won the suit. Another charge made ju the 
circular was to the effect that Williams was in- 


dicted for forgery by the grand jury a few | 
months back, but the circular neglected to say | 


that Williams was acquitted of that charge 
and recovered $400 damages against the man 
who prosecuted bim. The circular came from 
a Democratic source and from the Democratic 
headquarters. Every business-man, every at- 
torney, and every prominent citizen received

GOV. ALGER’S MESSAGE. 
FINANCE AND TAXATION, 
LANSING, Mich., Jan. 8.—-[Special.]—The fol- 


lowing is Gov. Alger’s message: 

Gentlemen af the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives; A recent somewhat protracted illness has 
prevented me from presenting as full a report to 
you as 1 had intended. 

I will, however, communicate to you from time 
to time as matters of importance present them- 
selves. 8 

The finances of the State are in a good condition, 
as is shown by the report of the Treasurer. I com- 
mend his recommendation to distribute the prima- 
ry school-fund semi-annually. 

I recommend the enactment of alaw similar to 
the one now in force in the State of Ohio for the 
collection of all waxes semi-annually, including 
State and county, municipal and specific, Under 
our present system large sums are collected and 
held by the County Treasurers, or in the State 
Treasury, or deposited in banks, many months be- 
fore they are paid out, the banks paying a very low 
rate of interest on sums deposited with them. It 
would be much better for the taxpayers if this 
amount could be divided, and paid in a short time 
before being needed for disbursement, thus serv- 
ing the purposes af the State f as well as under 
the present system, relieving in a measure the tax- 
payer, and beside saving the risk which there always 
is, tO a greater or less extent, in carrying large 
sums of moneyin any place. The State of Ohio 
collects its taxes Dec. 20 and June 20, charging a 
penalty of 15 per cent upon delinquents (which I 
would make 10 per cent instead), advertising the 
same after the latter date. No risks, and, with the 
exception of blanks, no additional expense should 
be incurred in this semi-annual collection, as offi- 
cers would simply be required to do the additional 
work at the present cost.

I also 
urge that this approprt be made at once that 
the asylum may be competed at an eariy date, as 
it is very necessary to move from the other asy- 
lums that dangerous clas of patients who ought 
not to be confined with thers than their own class. 
I have thus recommendd that these asylums be 
granted the full amount ed for, as I believe the 
sums named are necessiry for their completion; 
and while the sums te a large amount, we 
must bear in mind tat these institutions are 
crowded far beyond x3 capacities, and will be 
scarcely less so when two now in process of 
completion are ate 595 as there are hundreds of 


insane in the State wh¢dare not and cannot be ac- 
commodated within and Michigan is 
always generous towakis any unfortunate class 
who are unable to itor themselves.

I recommend the abolition of the contract-labor 
system, and that u law be passed prohibiting the 
importation of criminals from other States or Ter- 
ritortes to be | within the walls of any 
prison in the State. It concentrates criminals in 
Michigan and competes with the honest labor of the 
State.

THE STATE BAR ASSOCIATION. 

The Illinois State Bar Association will hold 
its eighth annual meeting at Springfield next 
week. Aside from the social features of the 
oecasion and the eulogies of deceased mem- 
bers, the most interesting and important in- 
cident of the meeting wilt be the report of 
the Committee on Law Reform. The public 
has @ vital concern in that phase of the sub- 
ject which relates to the criminal code and 
the practice in our criminal courts, Some 
headway was made in the Legislature two 
years ago in breaking down the adverse in- 


. fluence of the trades-union of criminal law- 


yers, and, if the Bar Association shall take 
a bold stand this year in favor of brushing 
away all the technicalities and quibbles which 
embarrass and impede the administration of 
justice in our criminal courts, the necessary 
reform may be achieved this year. If the re- 
port of the Committee on Law Reform shall 
prove not to be as comprehensive and thor- 
ough as it ought to be on this phase of the 
question, it should be broadened by the as- 
sociation itself, and an urgent demand should 
be made upon the Legislature for radical im- 
provements in our system of criminal juris- 
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selves in perpetuity to meet all the expenses 
of the work, while we have only an equal 
voice in its management and pay one-third of 
the proceeds to our neighbor. This is not a 
fair bargain—it is all one-sided. :

QUARRELING COPPER COMPANIES. 

THE TEMPORARY INJUNCTION RESTRAINING THE 
QUINCY FROM MARKETING ITS METAL LN EU- 

ROPE DISSOLVED. 

New York, Jan. 8.—[Special.}—For years the 
Lake Superior copper-mining companies have 
joined in agreements to regulate prices and 
prevent unprofitable competition. One such 
contract pooling the production and running 
to Jan. 1, 1885, was executed Feb. 14. Aug. 20 
anew contract was executed to run from Jan. 
1. this year, to March 31. 1886. Under these 
contracts the Calumet & Hecla Company was 
to market the entire production of the 
Lake Superior region, and divide the 
amount received according to the quantity 
of copper produced by each ee 
The Calumet & Heola Company m 
contracts for many thousand tons of <a in 
Burope. No more was to be sold in Europe 
than the amount covered by the contract, and 
the parties receiving it were to import none of 
it into the United States. Despite these agree- 
ments the Quincy Company arranged to deliver 
copper in Europe. When the agreement was 
made the companies were mining more than 
they could market. To have entered into 
a general competition would have brought the 
price of. the metal down below the cost 
of production. A suit was brought in the Su- 
preme Caurt by the Calumet & Hecla and other 
companies, and a temporary injunction wus 
obtained restraining the Quincy Company 
from making any sales of copper in violation 
of the agreement. The Quinoy, in its defense, 
set up that the agreements were void, as being 
against public policy. Judge Lawrence, who 
beard the motion, decided today to dissolve the 
injunction, holding that, in his opinion, the 
contracts are in restraint of public trade and 
against public policy; but, if he is wrong upon 
that point, he says that the injunction should 
not be granted fer the reason that proofs is not 
given nor facts. Stated to indicate that the 
plaintiff’ companies canuot procure redress in 
an action for damages.

Mexican Statesmen—They Talk About 
Trédties and Other Matters. 

Soor Don Ignacio Manscal, recently nom- 
inated for Minister of Foreign Affairs by Ptesi- 
dent Diaz, and Sefior J. J. Jeminez, chief. of 
the Postal Bureau of the Interior Department 
of Mexico, were at the Palmer pes 
terday on their way to Mexico. Senor 


Mansoal, as special envoy of his Goy- 
ernment, das been in Eueland for the 
last seventeen months. The Engtish debt 
question, he said, bad not been mentioned in 
bis negotiations. These debts amounted to 
$70,000,000, and would be paid. The English 
holders of the debts were at first inclined 
to be dissatisfied, but believed now that 
the outcome would be satisfactory to them.

Efforts have been made to dis- 
credit the reports regarding this matter, which 
have already been referred to in THe TRIBUNE. 
The fact is that the diversion of business from 
Chicago is far more serious than has yet been 
stated. The reports of the Southwestern Rail- 
way Association show that for the month of 
December, 1884, the Chicago & Alton took 1,500 
cars of grain from the Southwestern Missouri 
River points to and via St. Louis, Ashland, 
Alton, and Bloomington, while it brougbt to Chi- 
cago only sixty-five cars. For the correspond- 
ing month last year the Alton took to Chica 
go from those points 1,400 cars and to St. Louis 
only 967 cars. The Wabash took to and via To- 
ledo 900 cars; to St. Louis 440 cars; and to 
and via Chicago only 275 cars. For the same 
month last yeur the Wabash brought to Chica- 
go from Southwesteru Missouri River points 
500 ears. The Missouri Pacific, which runs to 
St. Louis only, took to and via St. Louis during 
December, 1884, 2,200 cars, while for the corre- 
sponding month last year it took to that point 
only 1,554 cars. The Rock Island, which runs 
to Chicago only, brought here in December, 
1884, only 325 cars. For the corresponding 
month last year it brougnt here from South- 
western Missouri River points 1,112 cars. The 
Hauuidal & St. Joe Division of the Burlington 
delivered to the Wabash at Hannibal during 
December, 1884, 350 cars, which the Wabash took 
direct to Toledo, while it brought to Chicago 
only 202 cars. During December, 1883, the 
Hannibal & St. Joe (Burlington) brought to 
Chicago 1,750 cars. The Kansas City, St. Joe & 
Council Bluffs Division of the Surlington 
brought to Chicago in December, 1884, only 250 
cars, against 1,200 cars for the corresponding 
month in 1883. 

Out of a grand total of 9,400 forwarded from 
the Southwestern Missouri River points (Kau- 
sas City, Atchison, Leavenworth, and St. Jo 
seph) by the Southwestern pool lines in Decem- 
ber, 1884, only 3,000 cars came to or via Chica- 
go; the balance was all diverted via St. Louis 
and other points west and south west of Chicago. 

As regards freight from Omaba and Council 
Bluffs a detailed report could not be obtained, 
but a division of freight to and via St. Louis 
and other Southwestern points was fully as 
greut as that via those poiats from Kansas 
City, Atchison, Leavenworth, and St. Joseph. 
Out of a total of 2,500 cars of corn from Ne- 
braska moved in December, 1884, by the Bur- 
lington lines only 650 cars came to Chicago. 
Formerly all this business came to Chicago or 
went via Chicago to seaboard points. Most of 
this St. Louis business went from that point 
by barges to Memphis and thence by the Ches- 
apeake & Onio to Newport News and Balti- 
more; also by the Louisville & Nashville from 
St. Louis to Louisville, and thence by the Ches- 
apeake 4 Ono East. The Toledo, Cincinnati 
& St. Louis narrow-gage also took con- 
siderable of this business to Toledo, 
A email proportion is taken by barge lines 
from St. Louis to New Orleans, and is then 
shipped direct to Europe. But little of the 
business went East from St. Louis by the reg- 
ular Eastern pool lines. Neither the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio, Toledo, Cincinnati & St. Louis, 
nor Louisville & Nashville is in the regular 
east-bound pool, and consequentiy can make 
whatever rates it pleases. The cutting of 
rates by those lines as well as the more favor- 
able inspection at St. Louis than at Chicago 
were the causes of the business from Nebraska 
and Kansas taking the new nels. The 
same relative differences in rates between 
Chicago and St. Louis that existed in 1983 
exist’ now, which shows conclusively that 
the causes given above are the true ones. 
The lines running to Chicago from Nebraska 
and Kansas, as well as the lines running East 
from Chivago, suffer so soverely from this state 
of affairs that unless some means are found 
soon by which the trouble can be remedied 
many of them will be found in serious finan- 
cial difficulties before the winter is over. To 
remedy the evil it will be necessary to make 
some change in the inspection rules at this 
point, and freight rates both from Missouri 
River points and from St. Louis and Chicago 
will have to be reduced. But a reduction in 
railroad rates alone, without a modification of 
the inspection rules of the Chicago Board of 
Trade (or State Inspectors), would only benefit 
St. Lous and other Southern points and not 
Chicago, as business would still go to and via 
these points where the inspection is more fa- 
vorable to producers and shippers t at Chi- 


cago. 

Efforts aré being made by members of the 
Chicago Board of Trade to have inspection 
bere as favorable as at other points. A mem- 
ber of the board furnishes the following state- 
ment of corn received and inspected bere from 
Deo. 29 to Jan. 6 inclusive to show that corn 
does not grade as badiy here as reported. Sut 
it will readily be seen that this very statement 
proves the correctness of the charges made: 


It thus appears that out of 2,538 cars only 
about 50 per cent graded contract. Ratiroad 
officials claim that if this corn had gone to St. 
Louis all of it would have graded contract 
No. land No.2. They also claim ‘that not a 
pound of that corn came from Nebraska or 
Kansas, but from points in Iowa and Lilinois, 
which had to ship to Chicago, having no other 


outlet. 

As the claim that there is also a seri- 
ous diversion of busi from Northwestern 
pomts to and via Milwaukee, the railroad 
officials interested in this business say that it 
is np more serious than it has been for some 
yeats past. They say that little if any grain is 
being shipped via Milwaukee, and that 
the shipment of flour by way of Mu- 
wau always been ‘greater than by 
way dt Chicago.

Then the Baltimore & Obio Railroad Company 
desired to be recognized as a party in the pur- 
chase, and secured its advocates among the 
Aldermen. The squavbie was kept up until 
the Illinois Central people became disrusted 
and withdrew their acceptance of the proposi- 


tion. 

Although the Michigan Central had not with- 
drawn, the block of the Baltimo-e & Ohio Com- 
pany seems to have been effective enough to 
prevent the passage of the Mayor's order in 
favor of the former, and that company would 
not consent to join with them in the deed.

People might as well look the matter square- 
ly in the face. The Legisiature of 1869 granted 
an important franchise to the railroad com- 
pany. The company claim that they com- 
plied with all the terms of the act, and 
took mn of the property. In 1873 
the State relented, and repealed the act of 
1869. Since 1869 the matter has been, in one 
form or other, before the courts, but no def- 
init conclusion arrived at. 

In the meantime the commercial business of 
the city hag grown to such proportions that the 
dimensiog of the harbor is absolutely needed 
to relieve the pressure on the river, and now, 
when the city ought to have facilities in the 
outer berbor for the accommodation of ship- 
ping, it is obliged to see the commercial busi- 
ness ly but surely passing by and locat- 
ing at South Chicago. Can this be remedied? 
and, if sa, . how? The writer can discern no 
way exeept.the one proposed by Ald. Cultur- 
ton—to compromise. If this cannot be accom- 
plished, then-the city will be obliged to wait for 
the end of the etruggie between the two giants 
—the Staté and the railway company. 

If the cuwpromise cannot be effected, then 
let the Counci] dispose at once of the three 
blocks and provide for the improvement of 
that portion of the Lake-Front. Is it not bet- 
ter for the city, to do this than to allow the 
property to remain idle for perhaps a quarter 
of a century?» +. 

If the city bad a title in the land and could 
dispose of it to other parties, then it would be 
different; but, not having a title, and the rail- 
road companies offering to accept the city’s 
quitclaim, and then. jom in assisting to have 
the title perfected, it does seem as though the 
city would act upwisely to refuse to make the 
sale. In any event, prompt action sbould be 
taken if legislation is to be obtained during the 
winter, in order that me work of building be 
commenced in the.apring: and as the laboring 
population stand in, need of employment, that 
ought to be an important consideration with 
the Council. ’ 8.

CANAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

THE “COMMISSIONERS WANT HALF A MILIAION 
DOLLARS FOR THAT PURPOSE, BUT WON'T 
GET IT. 

The Canal Commissioners met at Lockport 
yesterday and audited bills amounting to about 
$8,000 for repairing locks, building bridges, and 
general expenses. An application from Pur- 
ington, Kimball & Co. to dredge the canal for 
about one mile in the vicinity of Bridgeport 
for brick clay was granted with certain restric- 
tions. The work is to be done at the firm's ex- 
pense, end will be a material improvement to 
the canal. 

Business for the year has already com- 
menoed, boats now carrying freight to and 
from Lockport—somethbing extraordinary in 
January. The Commissioners expect about the 
same amount of traffic as last season, the good 
corn crop along the canal counterbalancing 
the dull times which will tend to lessen the 
shipments of lumber and stone. The canal is 
much in re a thorough renovation, prac- 
tically nothing baving been done beyond slight 
repairs for thirty-five years. The Legislature 
will be asked for an appropriation for this pur- 
pose, as thé receipts do not more than pay the 
ordinary expenses. Five hundred thousand 
dollars could te profitably expended in in- 
creasing its facilities. This scheme is over- 
shadowed, however, by the projected Heune- 
pin Canal, and the Commissioners expect from 
tse Legislature only a sma)! part of the amount 
they deem necessary to put the canal in a sat- 
isfactory condition.

Dr. Gleason Annual Report—A Mass of Statis- 
ties on Mortality. 


The annual report of Dr. M. k. Gleason, 
Register of the Health Department, to Com- 
missioner De Wolf, for 1884, was 
yesterday. It shows that the deaths for the 
year were 12,471, a weekly average of 240. In 
1883 the deaths were 11,555, a weekly average 
of 222. Of the number for 1884 there were born 
in Chicago 6,007 and 1,537 elsewhere in the 
United States. Fourteen hundred and ninety- 
five were natives of Germany, 922 of Iretand, 
157 of Canada, 217 of England, and 1,069 of 
other foreign countries. There were 4,179 in- 
fants under 1 year of age, 6,666 under 5 years 
of age, and 1,208 over 60 years of age, includ. 
ing two over 100 yoars of age. 

The death rate of 1884 was 19.80 per 1,000 in- 
habitants on a basis of 630,000 population. The 
death rate of the preceding year was 19.92 per 
1,000 inhabitants, estimating the population at 
580,000. The death rate for the last five years 
was 21.96, against 18.51 for the same length of 
time preceding. 

ZYMOTIC DISEASES. 

The report asserts that the best criterion of 
the sanitary condition of a community may be 
ascertained by showing the percentage of 17 
motic diseases, and the number of deatns of 
children under 6 years of age as compared 
with the total mortality. In 1884 there were 
4,216 deaths from symotic diseases, making 
83.81 per cent of the total mortality for that 
year, against 3,666 deaths from similar causes 
and a percentage of 31.73 for the year 1683. In 
1884 the greatest mortality from these causes 
occurred in the Sixth Ward, being 665, or 12.12 
deaths per 1,000 population, against seventy- 
three in the Eighteenth Ward, where the least 
mortality ocourred—only 2.68 deaths from this

The leading produce markets were active yester- 
day and much stronger. The fact that Wednes- 
day's rumors of financial failures did not material- 
ize was of itself sufficient reason for a change is 
tone, as Wednesday's weakening was chiefly due to 
those rumors. Wall street was much stronger on 
stocks, and there was a general disposition to re- 
gard the signs of revives in business as a warrant 
for higher prices in produce. There was more 
outside trading than usual; in fact, the number of 
strangers on Change was 80 large a6 to excite 
comment, end not a tew of them were seen in 
close conference with commission men, showing 
that something more than mere curiosity impelied 
the visit.

January was nominal at 
26 Me, February sold at 2644@265¢0, and May sold at 
20546@2954c together, advanced to 30}¢c, and closed 
at 30c bid. 

Rye was stronger with 65c bia for No. 2 cash, be- 
ing 44chigher than the previous day, and 480 for 
No. 3. Very little wasoffered. Sample tots sold 
at 50@56}¢c. There seemed to be no disposition to 
sell futures. Prices were stronger with 55c bid for 
January, 55}¢¢ for February, 5644c for March, and 
604{c tor May. 

Barley was steady, with a limited demand. The 
business done was by sample only. Prices 
were nominally 60@60}¢c for N. 2 in store and 41 
ie Tor No. 3 do. Sales by sample were at 65@ 
e for No.2, 4d Tor commen, and esse for 
choice No. 3, with doe for nearly No. 2, 47@52c for 
No. 4, and $10.50 per ton for seseenings. Nebraska 
barley was in fair demand, as for several days past, 
with practically none offered. 

Flax advanced ic beyond:the price of the 
previous day, No. 1 cash selling at $1.41, and later 
$1.42 was bid, seller the month. Timothy was 
easier at $1.24@1.25 for good to prime, being 2@3c 
lower than Wednesday. Clover was nominally un- 
changed, none being offered for sale. Good to 
prime was quotable at $4.50@4.60. 

There was continued quietuée yesterday in job- 
bing circles. About the only business accom- 
plished was in the execution of mall and tele- 
gtaph orders, which, as a rule, were for small 
quantities. Prices averaged steady. The demand 
for groceries was light, as is to be expected at 
this time of year, but prices were uniformly well 
sustained. Butter and cheese were again quoted 
firm, the demand continuing fair. Not much was 
doing in dried fruits and canned goods, nor was 
the demand for fish at all satisfactory. Nothing 
new was noted in oils, coal, and pig-iron. 

Beans sold steadily at $1.00@1.15 for good hand- 
picked mediums and navies, being Sc lower than 
the previous day. Unpicked and dirty lots were 
not wanted. Cranberries were in good demand 
with receipts light, stocks running gradually out. 
Eggs were a shade lower and the market was well 
sapped. Green fruits remained unchanged. The 
receipts of choice varieties of apples were light. 
Orauges continued in good demand. Hides were 
in better demand, with no variation in prices. Po- 
tatoes sold well for local trade at previous prices, 

and there was a good supply. The poultry market 
was depressed, An descriptions of game were 
weak, with a good supply.

lettuce. The wool market was firm and an average 
amount of business was done at the previous day’s 
prices.
